Two members of the Boyne City 
Police Department will be moving 
from four wheels to two this summer 
to patrol the streets of Boyne City. 

Officers Kevin Spate and Todd 
McGuire will be attending a 
week of training starting May 
9 to learn the proper techniques 
for patrolling on a bicycle. 

“We are taking two of your 
younger and in-shape officers 
for a week of intense training,” 
said assistant police chief Jeff 
Gettel. “When they come back 
they will be certified for bike 
patrol.” 

With the bike patrols the po- 
lice department hopes to ad- 
dress the problem of youths 
“hanging out and doing various acts 
of vandalism, loitering, and alcohol 
and drug use” in the downtown area, 
Gettel said. 

The department also hopes to use 
the bike patrol to promote bicycle 
education and safety, educate skate- 
boarders about where they can be, and

Opinions vary 
on marina plans 


The citizens who packed the Boyne 
City city hall auditorium and over- 
flowed into the hallway for last 
week’s special commission meeting, 
may be back for next Tuesday’s regu- 
lar meeting when the hot topic of 
marinas is again on the agenda. 

The meeting was held for the pur- 
pose of getting information to the 
commission and the public about the 
different municipal marina plans cur- 
tently under consideration. 

Specifically, the meeting was de- 
signed to present to.the commission 
an alternate marina plan by Greg 
Krueger and Dan Carmichael. 
Krueger is the owner of One Water 
Street, LLC, and Jefferson Beach 
Marina, and Dan Carmichael is the 
president of Floatation Docking Sys- 
tems. 

City manager Michae! Cain used 
aerial photos of the city and beach 
areas to show the different proposals. 

The meeting was meant to be in- 
formational only, but Cain said that it 
was a beneficial meeting in terms of 
the information and proposals that 
were presented, but also in the ques- 
tions that were raised. 

“There were a fot of questions. 
How much marina is too much? Is 


there enough business to support 
these marinas? Do we want that much 
business? Do we want a municipal 
marina with the other currently pro- 
posed dockage?” Cain said. He added 
that Krueger expressed the belief that 
it was an “if we build it, they will 
come” situation, and that with its ac- 
cess to the Great Lakes, Boyne City 
could provide a much-needed tran- 
sient marina service that would in- 
crease use of the area waterways. 

The city marina experts, 
Abonmarche Consultants, considered 
that a ] 20-slip marina, in conjunction 
with other projects currently pro- 
posed, was realistic, but some citizens 
said they felt that marina would turn 
the waterfront and bay into a ‘mobile 
home park for boats.” 

Another issue was whether the 
breakwater should be a fixed rock 

- structure, or floating wave attenua- 
tors and breakwaters. 

Questions were raised over the im- 
pact on the view, with Krueger sug- 
gesting that the floating breakwater 
rises only about 28-inches above the 
water and moves with it, causing 
minimal obstruction. Other people

t was a cool morning, but the sun shone on the 
frosted grass at the mouth of the Jordan River 
recently. Redwing blackbirds rested on pilings 
"standing dry above the low river, and ducks, 
geese and seagulls split the still water as they . 
swam amongst the winter-brown reeds. 
Joel Evans of East Jordan stood on the boardwalk 
overlooking the wetlands, field glasses up, watch- 
ing a bald eagle sitting on her eggs. The male, her 
mate for life, flies up to the nest with some food for 


the incubating mother. 


Evans has a particular interest in these eagles, as 
they are here, at least to some degree, by his . 


invitation. 


It started in a ciple of ways. In the fire place, a 
_ pair of ospreys came to the East Jordan football 
field and attempted to build a nest on:a light pole. 
“Their efforts were unsuccessful; but undeterred; 
they tried another light pole. Finally, four poles 
-were adorned with the debris of failed nests, but the . ~ 
fifth one became the site of the birds’ nest: For four 
"years, the osprey returned to the football field. 
When the time came to renovate the field, Evans 
asked to be allowed to move the pole, and with the _ 
city's help, the nest was moved about 400 yards, 


where it continued to be home to the returning birds. 
That planted the seed, which took root on a trip 
through the Houghton Lake area, where Evans saw 
eagle nesting platforms, built high up over the wetlands. 
He knew that East Jordan has similar wetlands, and 
figured it could work ‘here, too. 
And so, in 1989, ‘he got permission and built the-first 


of his platforms in-the Jordan Valley, across from the soaring another eight feet in the air, - 


Next Evans found.an eagle’s nest that had come 
down in a storm. The eagles had built on the 
remains of.a red-tailed hawk’s nest, and Evans 
measured the sticks and: materials from the wreck- 
age of the nest. He hauled sticks of the right size up _ 
onto his platform to simulate an existing nest, 
knowing that bald eagles will sometimes appropri- 
ate those:of other birds when they begin ae in 


February.

It’s this simple: you 
should really take a scuba- 
diving class. 

SCUBA stands for “self- 
contained underwater 
breathing apparatus,” but 
the acronym has long been 
used and understood as a 
stand-alone word. Scuba 
diving derives much of its 
romance from the likes of 
James Bond, sunken trea- 
sure, coral reefs and shark 
movies. But the movies are 
not usually about northern 
Michigan diving. 

Here in Michigan, 
though, in fact right here on 
Lake Charlevoix, we have 
some significant and fasci- 
nating; historical wrecks to 
explore: The Kueka, a 180- 
foot wood-hulled lumber 
hauler which was con- 
verted to a floating speak- 
easy during Prohibition, 
lies on the lake floor out 
from the Irish Marina on 
the main arm of Lake 
Charlevoix. Local legend 
has it that suffragettes, sick 
of their men spending their 
evenings on the Kueka, 
took matters into their own 


wreck, or go sight-seeing 
for fish? 

In the first place, a repu- 
table dive shop will not rent 
or sell equipment. air or 
charters without seeing a 
certification card. Once you 
are certified, you are certi- 
fied for life, although div- 
ing instructors will tell you 
a dive certificate is a license 
to learn. Just because you 
take the class, doesn't mean 
there isn’t a myriad of les- 
sons lett to learn: search 
and recovery, deep diving, 
cold-water diving, night 
diving, confined spaces 
diving. for example. 

In the second place, 
breathing underwater may 
not be a simple as you 
think. 

I recently took a dive 
class with six other students 
—- some interested in div- 
ing purely for recreation. 
some who plan to travel to 
tropical diving spots, some 
who want to add diving to 
their existing rescue portfo- 
lio. 


The class, held at the East 
Jordan High School by 
Duane Miller, and spon- 
sored by the Northwest 
Scuba Dive Shop. is a 


catty 


ably controlled environ- 
ment even for an inexperi- 
enced diver. However, it is 
necessary to be in generally 
fit condition. There are 
swimming requirements 
for certification that, for a 
swimmer, would Be simple. 
but for a non-swimmer can 
be exhausting (yes, this is 
experience talking). 

There is also the experi- 
ence of breathing underwa- 
ter. 

When you first strap on 
an air tank, deflate your 
buoyancy compensator (or 
BC), and head for the bot- 
tom of the pool, breathing 
in cool O2 from the tank, 
breathing out a burbling 
rumble of bubbles, it is like 
nothing you have ever ex- 
perienced before: 

Some people take to 
breathing underwater like, 
for example, a fish takes to 
water. Some people panic 
a little. | was one of those. 
I don't breathe very natu- 
rally underwater. I have 
been holding my breath 
underwater for years, and 
it’s worked out pretty well 
for me. (In diving, holding 
your breath underwater is 
breaking a cardinal rule, 
and for good reason. Air ex- 
pands as you rise through 
the water. If you hold your 
breath when you are in deep 
water, as you ascend you 
are in danger of an expan- 
sion injury — the perfora- 
tion of over-extended 
lungs.) 

Three times in the course 
of my maiden scuba swim 
from.the shallow end to the 
deep end of the pool, I came 
up gasping for air, for all 


tary life-saving techniques, 
including rescue diving for 
a nonbreathing buddy. [ 
didn’t get motion sickness 
again, and | overcame 
panic when my _ legs 
cramped up a little — 
which is important, be- 
cause things happen, and 
the most important thing to 
do in any emergency is to 
stay calm.

all. The name was given the

Cold north- 
erni waters are a wonderful 
preservative, and wrecks 
abound and are protected in 
local. lakes: and the Great 
Lakes — some are intact 
down to the galley china. 


So why a diving class? 
Why not just rent’a couple. 


tanks, Some equipment, 
charter a boat, and find a 


NAUI course. There are 
several different certifying 
agencies offering training 
courses, but NAUI has a 
reputation for being a little 
tougher that most, and has 
an excellent safety record. 
NAUI, which stands for 
National Association of 
Underwater Instructors, 
was started by ex-Navy 
hardhat divers, and is a re- 
quired course for every 
NASA astronaut. 

Miller, who is a dive. 
master, is qualified to teach 
all specialty courses except 
assistant instructor and dive 


‘master courses, so he is 


well-qualified to get land- 
lubbers out of the boat and. 
into the deep. -

In the course of that ini- 
tial pool dive, l experienced 
cramps in my calves, the ef- 
fects of panic on good 
judgement, neutral buoy- 
ancy motion-sickness, and 
a general feeling of inepti- 
tude, Not everyone experi- 
ences these things — in 
fact, most do not. I am sort 
‘of glad I-did. I started off a 
little.stow with this sport, 


and J'am still here to tell 
you — you should try it... 


By my next-dive, I was 
“exchanging gear underwa- 


ter. with my buddy, Sarah ,

Linda Michael, president of the East Jordan Lionesses, 
learned a thing or two when she and fellow Lionesses 
recently set up camp at the Charlevoix Secretary of State 
for the Michigan Org&n and Tissue Donor Registry’s 
seventh annual Buddy Day. 

The Lionesses handed out wildflower seeds and organ 
donor registration cards. 

Buddy Day is a day set aside to educate people about 
donating tissue, organs, as well as‘corneas. It is designed 
to increase public awareness of the need for donors. 

“People think that as long as they have marked it on 
their driver’s license, that’s all they need to do,” Michael 
said. 

“And it is good. But it is only effective as long as you 
have your license on you.” She said that for the woman 
who dies of a heart attack without her purse, the license 
directions for organ and tissue donations are often 
superseded by the wishes of grief-stricken family 
members. 

In fact, a person's wishes legally do supersede those of 
his or her family, and the Gift of Life organ donor 
registry ensures this by placing the donor’s name in a 
computerized registry. When the person dies, the hospital 
is required by law to call the registry and discover 
whether the deceased is a donor. 

“It is a good idea to talk to your family about your 
wishes, though,” Michael said. 

She has made her own after-life wishes clear. 

“J am signed up to donate anything they can use,” she 
said. “I want to help a child to see, a mother to raise her 
children. a father to be healthy and able to support his 
family. 

“When I die, hopefully I have a soul that goes where I 
want it to go.” she added. She thinks that death without 
donation is a waste. “There are so many people on that 
donor list that don't live because people aren't donat- 
ing.” 

Michael said that in addition to tissue and organs, the 
Eye Bank of Michigan is also in need of donors. But 
Michael has always worn contacts. 

“If they can use my eyes, | will leave my contacts, 
too!” she laughed. But now she knows that what they usc 
is the cornea, and it doesn’t matter what a person's vision 
was, if the cornea is healthy, it can help someone else 
see. 

There are questions people ask: Will the doctor work 
as hard to save my life if 1 am a donor? Will my church 
approve of donation? What can I donate? 

Buddy Day answered some of those questions for

She learned that most churches 
endorse organ donorship, considering it, she said, 
“Christian — a loving gift to have someone be able to 
benefit someone else.” 

Personally, Michael said she considers it part of Jife 
after death. 

As of April 1. there were 2,633 people in Michigan 
waiting for kidneys, hearts, lungs. livers and 
pancreases. 169 have received their transplants. 46 
have died waiting.

BEE STINGS 


If stung. gentky scrape out the 
stinger with a blunt-edged object 
like a dull knife or credit card. 
Clean the site with soap and 
water. Apply an ice pack for a 
few minutes. After that, apply a 
paste of water and baking soda 
for 15 to 20 minutes or puta little 
ummonia on the sting. Taking 
acetaminophen may help the 
pain. Seek immediate treatment if 
you arc stung in the mouth or 
nose, Also seek emergency care if 
you have abnormal breathing, 
large areas of swelling, dizziness, 
tightness in throat or chest, faint- 
ing, hives, nausca or vomiting.

“Me, too,” he said. “Everyone put them out. You hardly 
ever saw (a bluebird). Now you put one out — you have 
blucbirds.” The same applies to bald eagles, Evans said. 

“Tall trees are on the decrease all over the country, but 
eagles are on the increase,” he said, “They need tall plat- 
forms to nest on and keep watch.” 

He admits the process is expensive. The total cost to 
erect an eagle platform is around $2,000, he estimated, 
with the cost of a telephone pole, including the materials, 
equipment and professionals to put it in place. 

“But there are so many conservancies, so many bird- 
watching groups,” he said. “My goal is to get people in- 
terested. Michigan could have more eagles than any other 
State. The food is here, we’re surrounded by the Great 
Lakes. Michigan is full of fish and wild game — the wild- 
life division deserves a lot of credit. 

“A tree is not a good platform,” Evans said, cautioning 
against building a nesting site without careful planning. 
“Do it right. It will cost a couple grand, but with a huge 
treated pole, eagles come back year after year and will be 
secure.” 

The birds do return every year, and each year they add 
to their nests. Evans said he read of a live oak tree that 
crashed under the weight of a decades-old nest. Investi- 
gators estimated that the tree succumbed to as much as 
20 tons of building material from the nest. He stressed 
that a tree, and particularly a dead tree, is not a good place 
to put an eagle platform. 

“Pick a location that’s pretty inaccessible.” he said. 
“They're pretty adaptable to commotion, but try to get 
your platform away from the public and traffic.” 

They also need water: close for the osprey, though 
eagles will nest further from the water source. 

Currently, fall fly-over counts show that eagles are nest- 
ing about every 30 miles in Michigan. However, Evans

The department will add the bike patrol without add- 
ing officers. As a result. the bike officers will patrol the 
community just as they would if they were in a patrol car. 
“They will be responding to complaints on the bike,” 
Gettel said. 

When on bicycles the officers will primarily concen- 
trate on the downtown area, but will also regularly patrol 
the parks, including the trails at Avalanche Preserve, and 
will be available to respond throughout the community. 

“They will be pretty much a full-fledged patrol officer 
but instead of a car, they will be ‘on a bike,” Gettel said. 

While new to Boyne City, bike patrols have been used 
in communities throughout northern Michigan with suc- 
cess.

Other top five finishes for Boyne City were Caitlyn 
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said the nests will get closer and closer as they multiply, 
and he is not concerned about over-crowding. 

“There is plenty of food,” he said. Eagles stay in the 
area year-round and begin nesting in Feb. Prior to that 
time, they may roost by Lake Michigan during the win- 
ter to be closer to open water and a food source. 

Male and female eagles are identical, according to 
Evans, and can only be identified by gender when they 
are together. The female is larger, and can get to be ap- 
proximately 15 lbs, with a wing-span of seven feet. The 
male, like all raptors, will be smaller: between eight and 
10 pounds, with a wingspan of up to six feet. These char- 
acteristics make him slightly faster, giving him a hunting 
advantage that is convenient when the female is incubat- 
ing eggs. 

But just before she lays her eggs, the female will pluck 
the downy feathers from her own chest to line the nest in 
preparation for her young. At that time, her patchy chest 
will identify a female, even if she is alone. 

Evans believes that stewardship of wildlife and mak- 
ing use of natura] resources for food are complementary. 
and that to be a responsible hunter or fisherman, a person 
must also be a conservationist. 

Besides, “it is what I do. It is my ‘reasonable service,’” 
he said, quoting Romans 12 of the Bible. Evans believes 
that doing what he loves is putting his gifts and talents 
into reasonable service, and he will continue to watch 
and care for his platforms and their tenants, and encour- 
age others to build them. too.
